I have” many Motives to induce my 
belief, that the ſame Deſzgn is V igorouſly carrying on, though 
in aſeeming Peace ; nothiug therefore can be of Efficacy to 
Protett us, till wenew model our Affairs, andby a firif ſin- 
cere Re-union, and fixt Reſolution to go thFough the Work, 
and to make an utter Diſmiſſion of all the Jeſuits, who he 
lurking in our Boſoms only to confound us. 
But, I fear ſome are ſo infatuated by them, as not to purſue 
my Advile, till Deſolation and Milery overtake them: And 
for my part 1 will ftri@ly obſerve it my ſelf, and for ever defie 
their peſtilent Notions, and ſtand upon my Guard, and aſſume 
the glory, though I be forſaken by all, and chuſe rather to dye 
with the Sword in my Hand, in Defence of my Country and 
Proteſtant Religion, than ſurvive under the Tyranny of 
France and —_— of Rome; c I am ſure in what 
place ſoever it dilates it ſelf, a Deluge of Miſery will 
be brought ' along with it , both by Oppreſlion and Ido- 
latry. 
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
